Paul Meltzer is history. 
He lives with it, works 
with it, and now and 
then, he shares it in 
the flesh. 

For the past seven years, 
Meltzei; pastor of the 
Millburh Congregadonal 
Church, has been stepping in 
the shoes of one of his prede- 
cessors, the I^ev. William 
Bradford Dodge, and.using 
Dodge's persona to inform 
oth ersabouttfiieiocalhis tory 
ofUT 

. Wearing dolHIng rem 
cent of the 19th century, a 
candle beside hirn,'Meltzer 
tried to evolde the feeling of 
tlie tinie as he spoke to a 
turnout of about 50 people at 
the Lake Villa District library. 

"I hope you'did not attract . 
too mucii attention when you 
came tiere," Kersaid^^address- 
ing die crowd as if It'wras a 
night in 1859, when neighbor 
was already beginning to turn 
against neighbor on the issue 
of slavery. 

The Millbum 
Congregational Church vras, 
as odicr churches of its 

F 

denomhiadon were, a leader 
in the movement to end slav- 
ery. Tlie church was founded • 
by former New Englanders, 
who brought tlieir northern 



serisibiiides and moral code 
with them when they came 
west to lUinois. 

Meltzer, during his por- 
trayal of the Rev. Dodge, read 
aloud a resolution of support 
for the Underground Railroad 
Uiat was written into the min- 
utes of a congregadonal meet- 
ing held on Dec 2, 1859. 

"...Resolved, that we will 
do good to those who have 
escaped from bondage as we 
have oppormnity by supply- 
ing their present wants and 
aiding them in their flight." 

Meltzer explained tliis 
vras a far more dangerous res- 
. oluUon than might seem to 
present-day readers. , ■ . 
. It was, at dla^tim^^^:^i\^ 
against die law to aid in the 
escape of a runaway slave. In 
fact, citizens were obligated to 
turn in people suspected of . 
being runaway; 

"I would hot want the 
audiorides to know we are 
gathering to discuss the 
momentous issue of slavery," 
said Meltier, as Dodge, 
expressingconcem for die 
safety of his fellow abolitionists. 

Meltzer became interest- 
ed in the anti-slavery niove- 
rnent in Lake Coun^ as he 
fexploredthe history of his - 
church. ■• 

Meltzer treads the line 

r 

between historical accuracy 
and political correctness. He 
wrestled witli how to refer to 
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the race of slaves, and setded 
oii using the niodem-day 
term "African-American," 
altiiough it is a phrase not ■ 
heard before the late 20th 
century. 

He said the *^oIite" term 
at that time probably would 
have been "Negro." 

Aldiough Millbum's 
church was a hotbed of anti- 
slavery activity, it was not a 
physical stop on the 
Underground Railroad. The ' 
building that existed at the 
time was a simple one- room 
structure. 

" "The church was too 
small, and had lio basement," 
Meltzer said; "It was too public. 
There vras no place to hide," 

He noted the Bonner 
Farm, on Sand Lake Road, was 
the most likely nearby spot. It 
is possible that Dodg^, 
home was another sti 
altiiougli diere is i®9oS^ 
mentation to prove iff?^- :'?-^^ 

Wlien the house was 
demolished, two small cham- 
bers were discovered in die 
basement. One was an ordi- 
nary root cellar. The other was 
only accessible through a 
small, hidden opening. .

In an effort to offer I^c 
County chiklren constructive 
and positive outlets for their 
spare lime, State Rep. Kathy 
Ryg (D-Vemon HUls) and 
Mundelein Police Chief Ray 
Rose mvited county leaders 
and decision -makers to break- 
fast to hear about the beneGts 
of creating such programs. 

Illinois Secretary of Slate 
Jesse Wliite spoke of the ben- 
efits he has seen for the chil- 
dren who liave pardcipated 
in his tumbling program over 
the past 45 years. Out of the 
8,500 children who have 
been through his prograihi 
only 93 ever got in trouble 
with Uie law. Tlie cost of con- 
victing and housing a prison- 



er is far greater than the 
investment to provide pro- 
grams for children, he said. 

"I encourage you to work 
with these programs," 
Secrelaiy Wliile said. "When 
kids get into trouble with the 
law, they jeopardize their 
chance of success in life; 
Tliere's a lot more in people 
than we think possible." 

Slate's Attorney Michael 
Waller supports the initiative. 
"The most important thing 
we can do is get involved in 
progmms like this. The hours 
after school are when kids are 
most at risk," Waller said. 
"There's not a lot of tax 
money out there, but looking 
around this room you see we 
have a lot of resources In tlie 
county." 

Wanen Township High 



School student Anlke 
Adckoya addressed how to 
involve children in tlie pro- 
gram. She stressed tlie most 
important component was 
parent or adult involvement 
and encouragement. 

"We really need adult sup- 
port to get involved In activi- 
ties. Encouragement and 
being forced is different, and 
we will rebel against force 
even if we want to join," 
Adckoya said. 

Waller pointed out how 
much the world has changed 
since the 'SOs and 'GOs. 
"Parents are more reluctant 
to be involved, but students 
arc used to having programs. 
That's how the kids were 
brought up," Waller said. 
"Tlie societal benefit is obvi- 
ous if we get kids at risk head- 



ed in the right direction. We 
can set up a program where 
parents are doing more than 
just dropping off and picking 
up the kids." 

A variety of existing groups 
and some of their partici- 
pants described the attribut- 
es of their model programs. 
This includes groups such as 
LifeStar program at Jefferson 
Middle Scliool in Waukegan. 

Ryg invited all attendees to 
come to another gathering 
on April to explore options 
and produce a plan.

uarter-cent tax 
for better roads 
rates your support 

It's a fact of modem life that most of the problems associated 
with government can be solved only witli an increase in taxes. 
Tliat's why helping improve our iiclcety highway transportadon 
system involves adding anothertax burden. 
Voters will be asked in tlic March 16 primary to add a quarter 
cent to sales tax to raise funds for improvements to the Lake County 
highway system. The sales-tax hike is estimated to add about $15 
million a year to county coffers for road widening, intersection 
improvements and traffic signal upgrades. 

If approved, the county soles tax will double to one-half percent 
cost to tlie average shopper or about $20 per year. Arc improved 
roads worth $20 more of your hard-earned money? County officials 
are leaving that question up to voters. Their staled position is giving 
citizens an opportunity to express their opinion. 

Some well thought out strings will be attached to the proposition. 
Big-ticket items like automobiles, food and drugs will be exempt 
from the tax. 

This newspaper is supporting the tax proposidon for highway 
improvements. It's modest. The tax will be put to good use, basically 
upgrading the current system. In his typical slraiglu-forward fashion, 
Transportation Direction Martin Bueliler says the new monies won't 
be enough to relieve llie chronic congestion driving so many 
motorists bonkers. But it's a start. For a change, die tax won't fall 

alone on properly owners. Everyone making purchases in Lake 
County will be alTected, even non-residents. So we'll be getting out- 
side help for our roads, which, of course, are used by non-residents 
alike. 

Before election day, a lot more will be said about the proposed 

tax. Lake County Residents for Traffic Relief has been formed to get 

out the vote and respond to questions. Let's face it. A lot will be said 

about odicr tax increase measures on die March 16 ballot, mostly tax 

issues involving education. That extra twenty bucks will help fulfill 

the aim of the civic and business leaders pushing for die road tax: 

"Working to make your roads beuer." We think it's a good deal and 

urge that you support adding a quarter-cent burden to the taxes you« 
pay..

Heron Creek land

Just over 275 acres of land was approved for 
purchiise by Lake County Forest Preserve com- 
missioners tliis month for a new forest preserve 
property and to add to exisUng parcel. 

Higlily anticipated was the 102-acre prop- 
erty near Long Grove and Kildeer, named 
Heron Creek Forest Preserve, purchased for 
$G,7'10.000. Contiact terms include an opUon to 
purchase an addidonal 20 acres adjacent to die 
property for $3,400,000. 

Tlie site is located on die southwest comer 
of Route 22 and Old McHcnry Road in unincor- 
porated Lake County and adjoins die Reed 
Turner Nature Preserve owned by die Long 

Grove Park District, 

According to Land Preservadon and Special 

Projects Director, Tom Hahn, die purchase will 
provide protecddn to~ valuable natural 
resources and preserve sensitive wedands - in 
particular the Indian Creek Basin which flows 
dirough die site. 

Tlie basin has been idendfled widi die higli- 
est wedand classificadon in the county due to 
the wildlife and plant communides found in the 
basin including a sedge meadow. 

Commissioner Pam Newton (R-Vcmon 
Hills) commended Hahn in negotiaUng the 
contract for the district. 



"Tom Hahn saved one-quarter million dol- 
lars in die final days of negodadons," she said. 

"Ttiis is something die county can be proud 
of," said Diana O'Kelly (R-Mundelein). 

Additional purchases included 167 acres to 
be added to Wrigjit Woods Forest Preserve near 
Mettawa for $2,82 1 ,000; A. 1 acres to Hasdngs Lake 
preserve near Lake Villa for $75,000; and 0.96 
acres to die Des Plaines RiverTrail and Greenway 
near Lincolnshire for $10,000 for uail links.

as it vyrould be for any other film with violence 
in it. It is good idea for parents to see the 
movie first so they can judge for tiiemselves 
w^at is or isn't appropriate for ttieir children 
to view. You should hot tnist anyone else's : ^ 
judgment but your own on tiiis qu&iiohr 
Once you have seen it, you can make a deci- 
sion about whetiier die message outweighs 
tiie violence for you and your family. 

When dealing with very young children, 
I'm not sure the level of violence that I have 
seen even in the promos would be appropri-- 
ate. For kids who are a littie older, it ntight 
make sense for parents to see the movie first 
and then if they plan to take their children to 
see it, make sure tiiat tiiey have a talk witii 
tiiem ahead of time to explain what they are 
going to see and its context. 

Most importantiy, be ready for anything 
afterwards if kids do see it. You may expect 
that your children will react one way and f • 
they may react a whole different way. The ' 
effects may be lasting and you may need to 
do a lot of talking about it in the weeks after 
the movie is viewed; 

I have heard some adults on TV say that 
the violence was too much for them to even 
keep watching, so for a child, it might be yery 
intense. I have heard priests on TV recorn- 
mend that it is not appropriate for kids under

Spring is just around Uie comer and It's 
time to start tliinking about working tn the 
yard. It's never loo early to lliink about land- 
scaping changes in Uic following seasons. 

Conduct research before hiring a land- 
scape contractor to ensure an optimal working 
reladonship. Ask for, and check references, 
perhaps visiting some of the contractor's job 
sites. If die contractor is being hired for a sub- 
stantial project, a visit to the contractor's place 
of business may be valuable. Ask lots of ques- 
tions. Wlicn landscape contractors pcrfonn 
projects at business sites, uniformed employ- 
ees and ttie condition of die equipment is crit- 
ical. If die contractor will be working at your 
house, does the same apply? Get a detailed list 
of dudes to be perfonncd and a given price. 
Ask for a certificate of insurance (the recom- 
mended minimum amount of liability protec- 
tion is $500,000) and proof of aiito and work- 
ers' compensation coveraj;e. Also, inquire if 
die company has Certified Uindscape 
Technicians (CL'n and Certified Arborists on 
staff". Tor more information on ILCA's CLT

the arborist's certification, visit www.isa- 
arbor.com. 'Ilicsc certified positions are not 
absolutely mandatory, but both are an excel- 
lent indicadon of how the company values 
education and professionalism. 

Apply fungicidal treatments to crabappic 
trees that have been affected in the past by 
apple scab. Apple scab causes the leaves to 
discolor and drop prematurely. The fungicide 
applicadons need to start at "green tip stage," 
which is the point where die dp of the leaf is 
visible on the bud. Three appHcaUons, 14 



days apart, are required and should continue 
if tiie spring Is unusually wet. To help prevent 
apple scab, always allow as much air move- 
ment OS possible througli die plant by selec- 
tive pruning of the interior branches. 

Eliminate overwintering insects and egg! 
by applying cnvironmcntally-sound dormant 
oil to trees when daytime temperatures 
remain above freezing. Common plant vari- 
eties that may require applicadons are 
hawthorn, crabapple, honey locust, dogwood 
and Norway and silver maple trees. 

Don't remove pine bouglis and other win- 
ter protection from perennial and bulb beds 
until some new growth has been 
established, llie mulch cover will protect 
emerging plants from a late freeze and help 
prevent rodents from finding the fresh growth. 

Water-soaked dead patches of turf may 
show up after tlie snow melts; they are most 
likely caused by snow mold. Examine them 
closely; if you see pink resting bodies, it con- 
finns it. The disease is mostly cosmedc. Avoid 
future infestation by improving drainage.

Recent research finds links between music study and brain development

Now there's scleridf- 
ic evidence that backs up what great minds 
have known all along, says Lake County Music 
a local conservatory that intends to make 
the public more avrare of the benefits of 
rnusic making in the school curriculum.

This is a national trend that 
we're happy to see here in our dis- 
trict," commented Karen Mezich, 
^ecudve director of Lake County 
Music. 

Psychologist Dr. Frances 
Rauscher of the University of Wisconsin at 
Oshkosh and physicist Dr. Gordon Shaw of the 
Uniyersity of California at Irvine published the 
resiilts of a recent study in Neurological 
Research magazine. 

In the study, a group of preschoolers 
were given piano lessons once a week, 
while other members of their class 
received computer training, and a third 
group got no special instruction. The bud- 
ding pianists scored 34 percent higher 





than the other groups on tests designed to 
measure spatial-temporal reasoning skills — 
those required for mathcmaUcs, chess, science 
and engineering. 

In a subsequent study conducted by Dr. 
Shaw, secpnd-^deis^who took four , months 
of piano ihstructiohliuppleme^^^^ 
cises using math'puizzle software scored well 
over 100 percent higher on proportional madi 
tests than students who used neitlien 

The implications of these and future 
studies can change the way educators 

view the core school curricula, 
particularly since music- 
making nurtures the intel- 
^I^Qfi^ lect and produces long- 
term improvements. "It 
has been clearly documented that 
young students have difliculty 
understanding the concepts of 
proportion (lieavily used in math 
and science) and tliat no success- 
ful program has been developed to 
teach these concepts In the school 
system," stated Dr. Rauscher. "The high pro- 
portion of children who evidenced dramatic 
improvement in spatial-temporal reasoning as 
a result of music training should be of great 
interest to scientists and educators," added Dr. 
Shaw. 

Lake County Music is planning activities to 
heighten awareness of the scholastic benefits 
of miiisic making among parents of school age 
children arid local ofilcials.

Recent research finds links between music study and brain development 



Eat your vegetables, get plenty of exer- 
cise and take piano lessons? Great 
thinkers and teachers - from Plato to 
Einstein have understood the impor- 
tance of a healthy brain as well as a healthy 
body and the important role of music in the 
development of the brain. Now there's scientif- 
ic evidence that backs up what great minds 
have known all along, says Lake County Music 
a local conservatory that intends to make 
the public more aware of the benefits of 
music making in the school curriculum. 

"Once parents understand 
how music can help their chil- 
dren grow, they become 
strong supporters of our

Psychologist Dr/ Frances 
Rauscher of the Uriiverslty^i^iseo^^ at 
Oshkosh and physicist Dr; Gordon Shawof the 
University of California at Irvine publisHed the 
results of a recent study in Neurological 
Research magazine. 

In the study, a group of preschoolers 
were given piano lessons once a week, 
while other members of their class 
received computer training, and a third 
group got no special instruction. The bud- 
ding pianists scored 34 percent higher 



than the other groups on tests designed to 
measure spatial-temporal reasoning skills — 
Uiose required for mathematics, chess, science 
and engtaeefli^.^^J?^;v^^ 

In' a subsequent study conducted by Dr. 
Shaw, second- graders who took four months 
of piano instruction supplemented witti exer- 
cises using math puzzle software scored well 
over 100 percent higher on proportional math 
tests than students who used neitlicr. 

The implications of tliese and future 
studies can change the way educators 

view the core school curricula, 
particularly since music- 
-.-.^^ making nurtures the intcl- 
^IjjQS^ lect and produces long- 
term improvements. "It 
has been clearly documented that 
young students have difliculty 
understanding the concepts of 
proportion (heavily used in math 
and science) and that no success- 
ful program has been developed to 
teach these concepts in the school 
system," stated Dr. Rauscher. "The high pro- 
portion of children who evidenced dramatic 
improvement in spatial-temporal reasoning as 
a result of music training should be of great 
interest to scientists and educators," added Dr. 
Shaw.

Mel Gibson's epic film (epic if only 
on the scale of pre-publicity he 
has generated), "The Passion of 
die Christ," arrived in dieaters, 
quite intentionally, on Ash Wednesday, 
February 25th. The film attempts to present 
historical facts, according to die Gospel, about 
the life and deadi of Jesus, somewhat like die 
1988 Mardn Scorsese film, "The liist 
Temptation of Christ." In die Scorsese film, 
Willem Dafoe ("Finding Nemo") portrayed 
Jesus of Nazareth; here it's James Caviezel 
("Frequency"). The cast also includes Monica 
Bellucci ("The Matrix Reloaded") as Mary 

Magdalene, and Mel Gibson, who plays a piv- 
otal,quneq role when he literally helps nail. 

Jesiis to the cross. 

Bodi Caviezel and Gibson are devout 
Cadiolics. Gibson is an acknowledged ultra- 
conservaUve In his views regarding 
Cadiolicism. Caviezel demands that his 
female co-stars, in any of his films, do not dis- 
robe. Bellucci tends to play extremely edgy 
roles. The press screening for this film was not 
held until after die newspaper deadline. You 
can read our review now at hUp://www.reel- 
moviecritic.com/nnc/passIon_oLchrisLliUn. 
We'll have our full review here on March 5th. 

Mel Gibson has invested more dian $30 
million of his own money to produce the film.- 
For some dtne'thcre was a question of 
whethc'rjie get a.distributor. 

He has iSeerTmcd^^^ the rounds to show his ^ 
film toMriflucntialieligidiis 1^^^ 
the Pontiff in Vatican City and 4,000 pastors 
and Christian leaders at the Willow Creek 
Community Church in suburban Chicago. 
Word is that Jewish leaders who have seen the 
film are divided in their opinions of how Jews 
are portrayed. Hie Pope has decided to take a 
position stating that he ".. .does not make 
public judgment on artistic works." 



Gibson's father is reported to have raised a 
controversy by allegedly denyhig, as recendy 
as last week, that the holocaust occurred. Mel 
has no comment on that and he understand- 
ably will not comment about the relaUonship 
with his fadicr. As lie told Diane Sawyer during 
a special interview recendy, "He's my father," 
which in so many words says it's none of your 
business and stopped the conversation with- 
out making a comment. 

"The Passion of die Christ" is loaded widi 
controversy. There are those that believe it will 
stir.up and Semitic feelings because of some of 
the events in the film. For example, one scene 
has Satan assume a physical form arici stand 
with Jewish leaders after they condemn Christ 
In ariother, &itan is personified by a pale. . 
human figu^diatap{3ea^^ 
aiidiorities but not by Pontius Pilate, die 
Roman governor of Judea, who actually sen- 
tences Jesus to death. 

The film earns its R rating with scenes that 
include a beating of Jesus by dmnken Roman 
soldiers. Violence Is no suanger to Gibson, as 
his R rated "Braveheart" won an Oscar for Best 
Picture and Best Director. Expect the violence 
in diis movie to be "hard R." 

When one considers the body of work put 
forth by Mel Gibson, whedier you agree with 
his personal philosophy or not, he has a phi- 
losophy that he is willing to put on die table 
for idl to see. He is also multi dimensional, 
widi a broad based agenda ^ agenda being die 
J bperaUye word here.

With a backdrop of the 
Balkan Wars of the 
1990s, Lana (Oksana 
Orlenko) and Darko 
(Nickolai StoHvov), brother and 
sister, flee Bosnia, arrive in a 
freighter car at the seaport in 
Baltimore, and make their way to 
Chicago. The Windy City gives 
them a chilly reception. Although 
thousands of miles away from 
Eastern Hurope, Darko is still a 
wanted man, with his former 
partners in crime out to kill him. 

Looking for a way to survive 
and taking advantage of Lana's 
innocence, Darko tricks her into 
becoming a prostitute. First, it's a 
"date" where your "lover" leaves 
you money after the sex, and later 
it's "get the money up front," 
before anything is unzipped or 
clothes are removed. It's easy to 
see why Oksana won the best 
actress award at the Milan Film 
Festival. Lana's conflict comes 
from the relationship with her 
brother and her desirc.to blend 
into America's melting pot. 
Darko, like his name implies, has 
demons that may never leave 
him. 

In "House of Sand and Fog," 
Ben Kingsley's character of 
Bchrnni, an Iranian immigrant, 
was able to maintain a measure 
of dignity and self-respect. Unlike 
Darko, Behrani was able to hold 
his head high even when he was 
working at minimum wage, 
menial jobs. Irish immigrants in 
the film "In America," brought 
with them skills as a school- 
teacher and an actor. And 
though they were not able to use 
those tools to support their fami- 
ly, again they had dignity and 

liked what tliey sdw when tlicy 
looked in the mirror. "Lana's 
Rain" connects more to the reali- 
ty of Spike Lee's "25th Hour" and 
Neil Jordan's "The Good Thief," 
with Nick Nolte and Nutsa

He changed the regular educational model 
for some area schools. That model is now 
being used officially in 11 states witli about 70 
sites including those in Illinois, Indiana, 
Missouri, Ohio, Maryland, Florida, New 
Hampshire, Colorado, Kansas, Arizona and 
Texas. During this school year, an estimated 
3,000 students arc benefiting from die pro- 
gram. Nationwide, Ombudsman employs 
between 250-275 staff. 

Miguel Juarez 

Waukegan Mayor Ricliard Hyde called him, 
one of the best chiefs in Lake County and pos- 
sibly anywhere in the state," and anyone who 
has ever worked with him said his leadership 
and integrity are second to none. Miguel Juarez 
lived by that teamwork motto ever since he 
joined the Waukegan police department as a 
patrolman in 1979, and it led to his meteoric 
rise through Uie ranks of the department. 

He was the first ever officer of Hispanic

descent to hold the rank of Sergeant. 
Lieutenant, Captain, Deputy Chief of Police 
and on May 7, 2001 he became the first 
Hispanic Chief of Police in Lake County and 
one of the first in the state. 

Gordon Kiesgen 

GrantTownshipSupervisorGordon Kiesgen 
once considered becoming a priest, but ended 
up in politics. Anyone who knew him, howev- 
er, knew his interest in ministering was always 
close to his heart. His lifelong devotion to his 

community was evident in just about every- 
thing he did. 

Community involvement rubbed off 
Kiesgen. In 1961, when Kiesgen was 23, he was 
elected as Grant Township Clerk. He remained 
in that position for 31 years until he was elect- 
ed supervisor in 1992. Over many years of liv- 
ing and working in Fox Lake, Kiesgen saw Uie 
area go dirough a transition. 

Gail Svendsen 

Organization was Gail Svendsen's stock In 
trade. It was the key skill she used when taking 
a pivotal role in developing the Lake County 
Convention and Visitors Bureau in 1984. 

Svendsen clearly saw die economic poten- 
tial that an organized tourism industry could 
afford Lake County. 

She and her staff were able to build the 
bureau Into the grease that turns the wheels of 
a true economic force in the county. Tourism 
expenditures in Lake County were S680 niilllon 
in 1998. There was about 9,000 people 
employed in the industry and sales tax receipts 
of $36 million was sent to the state each year. 
About S14 million stayed in die county in the 
fonn of local sales tax. Lake County's tourism 
industry was Uie third largest in the state, 
behind only Cook and DuPage coundes.

lexibility is a key ingredient to what it takes to be a junior college athletic director. 

A case in point happened a few weeks ago. College of Lake County Athletic Director 
Gene Hanson received a call from his counterpart at Elgin. A utility truck had just struck 
a power line, cutting power to the school and thus, two basketball games between the 
schools. 



, "You have to be able to roll with the punches." said Hanson, 
one of the college's first faculty members. 

"I like to talk to our coaches and see what they (tliink). Wc 
could either be hard line about it and made them come here, 
disrupt our schedules, or just reschedule, We decided to just 
reschedule," Hanson said. 

Hanson, as a teenager, played baseball and football for 
Missouri's largest high school, Lindbergh High in St. Louis. Tlie 
baseball team regularly made the state finals. Hanson also 
gained a solid respect of what it meant to be a success in sports, 
and wiiat it would lake to bring that spirit here. 

"The (St. Louis) Cardinals' baseball learn in the late 1950s 
and 1960s had a great rapport with high school kids. If you 
were, as 1 was, a pretty good high school player, they would let 
you work out with tliem on die field and give discounts to tick- 
ets for high school teams," Hanson said. 

Flashback to 1969, as a younger Hanson watches the 
Chicago Cubs and his favorite team, the Cardinals, duke it out 
for the National League's East Division lead. 

"A friend told me of a new junior college opening up in 
northern Illinois. I did not know much about it, but I applied 
for the job. I diought 1 had blown it after my first Interview, but 



dirce weeks later that summer, they called." 

Almost 1,000 wins later and reaching the lives of 700 base- 
ball players, Hanson is calling it a career at the Gniyslakc junior 
college. l ie is retiring after 29 years as baseball coach and M 
years as athletic director. He plans to stay in the area, but the 
Libertyville resident is not certain what his future path will 
bring. 

"We have played on this field for 25 years," he said of tlie dia- 
mond named in his honor. "We played al several high schools 
before that. 1 chose it because it is the highest point on the 
campus and it is a good view of the school." 

He still remains in contact with many of his former players. 

"Some players are still in the area, but one has moved to 
Canada, another to Mexico. The contact diat they have main- 
tained with me has made me feel real good. Somewhere along 
die line, they were appreciative." 

Hanson mentioned diat he has a great working relationship 
with all high school coaches. Players come to CLC not only 
directly from high school, but also after a stay at a bigger 
school. 

"One diing I have always kept the door open. I really feel 
most athletes should go to a community college. I tell them, if

"I remember when he taught me First Aid 
as a student in 1975-76. He's a nice guy, a 
friend and a mentor. He will be missed not 
only here, but also across the state and 
nationally.

Now 19, she has a liome in Ingleside, a fami- 
ly and a new acquaintanctj— success. 

Given the tragic start to her life, you may 
tliink Onya would wind up being a statistic. 
You'd be right. 

She's now her higli school basketball team's 
all-time leading scorcr, the first girl to notch 
1.000 career points, and also holds a record for 
assists on a powerful volleyball team. 

Yes, her life tias certainly taken a turn— one 
entirely for tlie belter. 

Earlier lliis montli Onya stood in a gym, in 
front of fans, friends and family, as she was rec- 
ognized for her distinguished four-year basket- 
ball career. 

For her it was a dream come true. A dream 
Uiat spanned thousands of miles and was over a 
decade in the making. 

Bom with one leg shorter than the other, she 

was barely able to walk. Wtien she was sbc, she 
underwent multiple surgeries to correct this 
neariy crippling birth defect. 

Ukrainian doctors stretched out the bone in 
die affected leg, dien grafted skin on top of il. 
Hverydiing appeared to go well, but Uicn an 
infection set In. 

Doctors liad to cut a\yay the infected Ussue, 



and die diseased tissue ended up destroying a 
vital muscle, which she is still missing. In all, 
Onya spent over a year in die hospital recuper- 
ating fhsm die surgery and die infection. 

"I can remember being in die hospital for a 
long time," Onya said. 

After leaving the hospital, she was sent back 
to die orphanage. Luckily, her second stay was- 
n't neariy as long. 

One night Onya was woken up and whisked 
away on a bus. Tlie next diing she knew, she was 
at O'llare Airport, with 120 odier Ukrainian 
children from different orphanages, waiting to 
meet an adopdve family But Onya didn't know 
diat. In fact, she didn't know where she was, or 
what was happening. 

"1 was really scared when I first came to 
Chicago," Onya said. ''No one told us anydiing." 

She had been sent to die U.S. because of a 
food shortage in the Ukraine, Beautiful Savior 
Evangelical Ludieran Church decided to place 
these children widi families of die church. 

Initially, Onya was sent to live witli a family in 
far-west suburban Burlington, and she was 
amazed widi American life from the beginning.

A similar container has taken toys to Peru, school supplies to 
Ghana and comfort packages to soldiers in Iraq. 

Every year, Davis and his students fill trucks with gifts for chil- 
dren on hospitals and "Care" packages for families in need. He 
calls it "the gift of giving," and by example, teaches that giving is its 
own reward. 

Tlois winter, Davis look tliat gift to a new level, tlirough a 
serendipitous path. 

Since 1992. when Davis took over LECC, he has involved the 
children at the preschool in child-oriented charities sUl yeai^ , ^-.^ 

The school has raised over $100,000 for Miisciilar;i)y^]^y^'|/ 
Association during the past 10 years. Each year, the chQc&eti at his 
sciiool get involved in collecting and packing items for 300 holiday 
boxes, to be delivered to the Lake County Housing Authority, 
Department of Children and Family Services and Lake Villa and 
L' Avori township pantries. 

S^v^li'nifslYear, LECC's "Adopl-an-Angel" program filled over 150 
' ';i^'l^t$lor children in foster care in Lake County. 
^'^lUsidTloi^rand^cIdthing for distribution to 

AUendal^A^e Place; Haven, Winchester PADS and the 
County Hospital Extension Program. 

Tlie scliool also collects toys to be distributed to hospitals in tlie 
Chicago area. This year, about 150 toys were collected at LECC

Once the media was'^erteH, newiJdnations began pouring in. 
Within lliree days after Chicago TV stations and daily newspapers 
picked up the story, tlie team of givers was deluged with 6,500 toys 
and cash conU'ibutions ranging from $1 to $10,000. 

Tlie Christmas Eve excursion became a tliree-day trip covering 
nearly 40 area hospitals, clinics, shelters and social service agen- 
cies. Dozens of volunteers got involved. And the gifts never 
stopped combg. 

In addition to the toys, $20,000 in cash was contributed. 
"We realized it would be ridiculous to use all that money for 
toys," Davis said. He and Harney decided to use the money to start 
a foundation to help sick and hospitalized children. 

What makes tiiis effort unique among charities is tiiat tiie two 
men are going to donate not only their time, but also all inciden- 
tals and operating costs, so tiiat 100 percent of donations will be 
used to directiy benefit ctiildren. 

The best of not-for-profit organizations is considered superior 
if 80 percent of tlie money taken hi goes to the intended benefi- 
ciaries. Some of die worst are top-heavy witii administrative 



expenses, leaving less than half for tiiose in need. 

"We'll be paying telephone, gas and all otiicr cxpetises out of 
our own pockets," Davis said. **Wc are calling it the 100 Percent 
I^imdation, so everyone will know it is all for die kids." 

Not all of tlie money will be spent on tan^bles. Some will be 
used forentcrtainment for sick children. 

*'We want to build good memories for tiiese kids, to crowd out 
die bad ones caused b/ their illnesses and injuries," Davis said. 

Davis said he intends to spend everything raised each year, 
with nothing left over. 

He takes his cue from MotherTeresa, who turned down contri- 
butions she could not immediately distribute, saying she did not 
want to "stockpile" donations, 

it is, in part, a prilti^d^sion. In order for Davis to achieve!^ 
go:il of using no donated resources for administration, die founda- 
tion needs to be kept at a level manageable by Itimself and Harney. 
If more personnel were needed to help, they would have to eitiier 
be volunteers or paid out of Davis' and Harney's own pockets. 

The plan to direct 1 00 percent of the funds to the intended ben- 
eficiaries rcsonated strongly witii a group of 15 well-to-do busi- 
nessmen in tlie western suburbs of Chicago. 

Tlie group, called Tlie West Suburban Charity Foundation, 
contributed $10,000 to Hamey and Davis. 

Most had alretidy been involved in cliarities, including the 
group's founder, John Dittner, who iiad organized a prominent 
charity golf outing for 16 years. 

He became disillusioned when he asked to see an audit of tiic 
event, and was disappointed in die distribution of funds. 

"We have no agenda," said group member Doug Wright. "We're 

just trying to give sometiiing back, and make sure it goes to die 
people who are supposed to benefit"

t the time, Bueno was serving liis fourth prison 
sentence for various gang related and weapon 
related crimes and had already spent over five 
years behind bars. 

He was sitting in a segregaUon cell in 
Pontiac Prison where he had been''Torj )wo 
months and was wondering how h!s life had sunk 

so low. 

"And this is when tny life changed," said Bueno. "I was on 
24 hour lock-down in my cell and all I liad was some bed- 
ding, shampoo, letters and a Bible that some minister had 
given me. I was really depressed and ! started praying to God 
to get me out of this situation. And I began reading the Bible 
starting in Genesis. Tlic more I read— the more I wanted to 
read. I read about Jesus Christ and his forgiveness. I read 
about heaven and hell, and heli became real to me. The way 
I was living I knew I was headed to hell. And in my cell I start- 
ed to feel convicted about the way I was living. 1 prayed to 
God and asked him for forgive- 
ness. And for the first time 
in my life I felt I had a 

purpose."

Since being released from prison, Bueno has been head* 
ing up a Gang Outreach program in Hound Lake Beach where 
he ministers to people who are trying to leave the gang-bang- 
ing lifestyle. 

And tie is starting to be noticed as a leader in the commu- 
nity. 

"Ricky's Gang Outreach program is growing in numbers 
and becoming more successful day by day," said bike County 
Gang Outreach Director John Hernandez. "Me is very dedicat- 
ed and sincere in his desire to help others," he added. 

The Round I^^kc Gang Outreach program meets on Friday 
nights at 7 p.m. at the hidian Hill Bible Church In Ingleside 
and is currently averaging about 20 attendees. 

Pastor Mark Abbey commented on Bucno's work ai his 

church. "My first impression of Ricky when we met was 



that he was an intense man, who was bold in his faith and wit- 
ness for Icsus Christ, and it was an accurate impression. As 
Ricky has testified so many times, lie knows what Christ saved 
him from, and he wants to share that knowledge with as many 
people as he can. Ricky's involvement in the Gang Outrcach 
ministry Is living proof that his faith is not just something he 
talks about, but he lives It. Since the Lord saved him out of that 
lifestyle, the Ixird has placed on him a burden for those who 
are lost and involved in the gangs. I'm glad the Lord has 
brought him to our church and I look fonvard to many years 
of serving the Lord together. Ricky and 1 may come from com- 
pletely different backgrounds, but because of what Christ did 
in both our lives we our brothers in Christ and I am proud to 
call Ricky my brother."

Bucno is currently working full time as an auto body tech- 
nician and is happily married to his wife Melissa and has tiirce 
daughters, Mariah, 9, Mariccla. 6, and Mya, 2, He also lias a 
four-montli-old son named Ricky. 

"The job lias been a blessing. They know all about my past 
and they still welcome me to work iherc," said Bueno. 

"I have a great wife and the kids make our family complete. 
It's really a blessing to have a family. I enjoy working out with 
weights, reading the Bible and spending time with my family. 
I'm just a regular Joe. I never did these things when 1 was 
younger and life Is a lot more fun without drugs or alcohol. The 
yang life is a illusion that is built up to be glamorous. But then 
you get trapped in it and it's hard to get out and away from the 
drugs, alcohol and violence." 

"But tlierc is hope. Not all gang members are bad people. 
The bible says if any man is in Christ he is a new creation and 
old things have passed away and all tilings have become new. 
-MA that's the truth. It doesn't matter what the judges say, or 
^v^t the cops say, or what your friends or family members say, 



—if you are in Christ you are a new per- 
son,'* Bueno said. 

Bueno refuses to take any credit for 
turning his life around. "All the glory and 
honor goes to God the Father and jesus 
Christ the son. I had tried before to be a 
good guy on my own but I just couldn't 
do it. And still, even thougli I'm saved, 
I'm not better than anyone else. But I am 
forgiven by God and he has given me a 
second chance." 

In addition to holding Gang Outreach 
meetings, Bueno also likes to go to the 
Gateway Foundation in Lake Villa where 
he preaches to up to 60 men at a time 
who are recovering from drug and alco- 
hol abuse. 

Bueno also has spoke at the 
"Interventions" center in Wauconda. Me 
credits former gang member Danny 
Amaro. who goes to various schools and 
talks about the gang life, and former 
dope pusher Steve Jergensen, for giving 
him a lot of help at the Gang Outreach 

program. 

Bucno said he would love to someday 
liave a Gang Outreach building in die 
Round Lake area with a gymnasium, a game room, and bible 
study room to help him better serve God. 

Bueno's life changing story called Prom Gangs to God was 
broadcast on April 6, 2003 on the Unshackled Radio Drama" 
on Moody Bible Radio. Unshackled is a dramatic radio series 
that is produced by the Pacific Garden Mission in Chicago and 
it has been on the radio since 1950. It is the true-life stories of 
people whose lives have been unshackled. Bueno's story was 
broadcast on 1,600 radio stations around the world and in sev- 
eral different languages. 

Gang Outreach Is a program designed to rehabilitate 
gang members and reintroduce them Into mainline society. 
These rehabilitated youth are then assisted in securing 
employment.

A certificate of completion is awarded to individuals who 
successfully progress through the seven-level transitions 
program, llie average time frame Is three to six months. 

Some of the benefits of the program are bi-monthly sup- 
port group meetings; classes on learning confiict resolution 
techniques and eligibility for the tattoo removal program. 

In fact, Bueno is in the process of getting his old gang tat- 
toos removed. 

Gang outreach also allows former gang members to trade in 
their old "gang-colors" clothing and receive new clothes.

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Phyllis DeMotfs vision, 
dedication brings 
much-needed help 
those who need it

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hose who Work with Phyllis DeMott describe her 
r I I as a visionary. 

I It is not simply her dedication to improving 

I the lives of battered women that gives her this 

I distinction. It's not the mere fact that she sacri- 
Hces sleep to serve on numerous committees, 
councils and coalitions at the state and local 
levels to change the laws dealing with violence against 
women. 

Most of all, it is because she has used her vision to trans- 
form A Safe Place/ Lake County Crisis Center — since she 
became its director 10 years ago — from a grassroots orga- 
nization to an increasingly comprehensive set of programs 
that serves victims of domestic violence across three coun- 
ties. 

Since DeMott took the position of A Safe I^Iace's execu- 
tive director in 1994, the agency has nearly doubled its 
employees and annual budget, too. 

DeMott has facilitated the creation of programs such as 
the Safe Room at the Lake County Courthouse; a satellite 
counseling center in Lake Villa; and prevention education 
in area schools. She has overseen the expansion of virtual- 
ly all of the agency's programs including the abuser treat- 
ment services program (IPVAD). 

DeMott, who's 10th anniversary with the agency is in 
April, is currently leading A Safe Place as it embarks on its 
largest undertaking to date — the constriction of a 20-unit 
transitional living center for baUered women. According to 
her peers, the evolution of lA^Stife iPlace is the result of 
DeMott's unending vision and dedication. 

Michael Snipes, former president of the Safe Place 
Board of Directors, has worked with DeMott since she 
became director. 

"Phyllis has been able to grow with the agency and 
grow the agency to levels that were not envisioned when 
she started," Snipes said. "TVuly she has taken the mis- 
sion of A Safe Place and has brought an incredible vision 
to it." 

Snipes notes DeMott's ability to network with other 
agencies and solicit support at the state level for the issue 
of domestic violence and A Safe Place Itself. 

"Shejiasv ai way of networldng and enlisting support. 
She's a great advocate at the state level, especially dealing 
with funding of the agency," Snipes said. "In these hard 
times of competing interests for limited dollars, she makes 
a strong case for the organization.":

A wealth of services 

When asked about the changes that have taken place at 
A Safe Place over llie years, DeMott starts with the simple 
things. Technology has been introduced into the office. For 
example, donor records are now stored on software rather 
than on 3-by-5 cards. She h<i5 hired staff including bicul- 
tural and bilingual counselors and court advocates for 
most programs and services. She introduced a strategic 
planning process that has maintained the organization's 
vision for the future. 

But by far the most significant change has been the 
great increase in programs, and expanding geographic 
location A Safe Place covers. As mentioned earlier, A Safe 
Room has been established at the Lake County Courthouse 
to immediately provide information and court advocacy to 
victims. l\vo full-time staffers and 10-15 volunteers run 

I 

this program. 

"It's an award-winning program," DeMott said. "The, 
first year, we saw an increase in orders of protection by: 
over 300 percent. We've seen incredible numbers of victims' 
who could be helped by the safe room." 

DeMott also facilitated the creation of a satellite coun- 
seling center in Lake Villa after she learned the need was 
evident. 

"People were saying, you need something out here in 
the western part of the county/' DeMott said "We knew 
there was a need in the Round Lake/ Lake Villa area. The

County's most comprehensive program for victims of 
domestic violence. Its services include emergency shelter, 
a 24-hour help line, counseling and court advocacy for vic- 
tims available at locations throughout the county, commu- 
nity education, and counseling for abusers themselves.

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client base has quadrupled there." 

Another new element Is prevention education In area 
high schools. 

"That prognim has grown by leaps and bounds/* DcMolt 
said. "It was not easy to get into the schools at first* and now 
we're in almost all the high schools." The program is 
increasingly in demand, Waukegan High School would like 
A Safe Place to teach an 0-wcck course, hut the agency dies 
not have the resources available. 

"That whole education piece has Just mushroomed," 
DcMou said. 

Sharon Larson, director ofdevelopmcnt for ASafe Place, 
brings up programming when discussing the progress the 
agency has made. 

"IVuly she has taken the mission of A Safe Place and 
brought an Incredible vision to it," Larson said. "She does 
it througli programming and enlianccment of program- 
ming that was there wlien she started. It's not only an 
enlianccment, but truly there's some wonderful new pro- 
gramming." 

"The expansion of services has always been done to 
meet the needs of battered women and children," Larson 




Workaholic commands respect 

DcMott represents A Safe Place on the Lake County 
Council Against Domestic Violence, on tlie board of direc- 
tors on ihe Illinois Coalition Against Domestic Violence, as 
a planning group member for the Illinois Criminal Justice 
Information Authority, and on the Chicago Foundation for 
Women's Violence Prevention Initiative Advisory group, 
among others. 

The amount of time DcMott must dedicate to these 
groups seems mind-boggling to the passive observer. But 
she says the statc*level police work is likely her favorite part 
of the job. 

"I love die state-wide policy stuff," DeMoU said. "And it 
dawned on me. 1 like it because I'm in a local program. It 
lias brought a lot of value back to Lake County from the 

stale nntV v\cc versa." 

"'i'here's a good relationship at the state level," slie 
added. 

'I'liere liavc been times Snips lias been concerned about 
the amount of work DcMott takes on. 

"She has a lot of energy and on many occasions I'm con- 
cerned about her running at 100 miles per hour," Snipes 
said. "In many cases IVc been concerned about her safety." 

Larson is also Impressed with the amoimt of work

"She's always trying to think;pf.neW;^ays to 
recognize their efforts. She's a great mentor in thatway. 

Snipes said DeMott is not afraid to ask for help, and cer- 
tainly does not think siie knows it all. 

"She's very good at reacliing out and asking tough ques- 
tions," Snipes said, "and trying to understand issues." 

" Truly she has taken the mission of A Safe Place and had 
brought an incredible vision to it/' Larson said. 

Snipes said DeMott is truly the torch-carrier for the orga- 
nization. "You know how you can be energized by someone 
else? She is the tide that raises all boats/' Snipes said. 

"She does so many things so well, it almost sounds like 
it's not real. But if she has any shortcomings, I'm not aware 
of what they might be," Snipes said. 

An eye on the future 

DeMotl's current priority it enlisting support and 
increasing funding for the new transitional living center. A 
Safe Place will break ground in March on the U.5-acrc site 
in Zioh; The 20-unlt apartment building will offer afford- 
able housing for victims of domestic violence and their 
children for up to two years as tliey transition to a self-sup- 
porting life. It will accommodate a projected 39 women and 
children at any one time. 

So far, $5 million has been raised for the program. "It's a 
big undertaking — huge," DeMott said. "It won't be enoughi 
but it will be a start. " 

As far as her future goals, which are those of A Safe Place, 
DeMott said the sky is the limit. She sees expanding rela- 
tionships with organizations in the coninumity including 
businesses a the key to advancing the agency's goals. She 
envisions more preventative education in area schools as 
well as pairing with local police departments for an educa- 
tion campaign. 

"I see us becoming adults in terms of how we do busi- 
ness/' she said. "The sky's the limit. I hesitate to say all of 
my dreams because they're really huge.** ' 

DcMott said that her position at A Safe Place is a dream* 
come true. Wlien she started, it was her first experience 
working with victims of domestic violence. 

DeMott holds master's degrees in social service, law and 
social policy and divinity, along with a BA in psychology. 
She previously designed and directed a shelter fortroublcd 

14 to 21-year-olds in Chicago and an after-school program 
for elementary students in Pennsylvania. She has been a 
social worker, family therapist and book editor. 

"I really have found my passion/' DeMott said, "and 
that's to make sure the rights of battered women are recog- 
nized. It's not because I ever wanted to be an executive 
director. I was a green when I started. A Safe Place took a 
chance on mc and it's been a really wonderful match." 
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t would be hard to find anyone in Park 
City who hasn't heard of Park City Police 
Officer David Alarcon.

It was almost by accident ihal Alarcon got his first interna- 
tional case. 

An investigation by Ihc police department into tlie case of 
two children who had been abducted by their father was turned 
over to Alarcon when it was discovered the mother only spoke 

Spanish. 

Alarcon quickly obtained pertinent information and started 
his detective work. 

Once he discovered the children had been taken to Mexico, 
he worked with Mexican autlioritles and the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation to return the children safely to their mother. 

News of his success spread and it wasn't long before Alarcon 
was helping authoridcs nationwide in tlicir search of abducted 
children.

In the course of his work flnding 
missing clilldrcn, Alarcon has suc- 
cessfully helped to arrest several 
homicide suspects on both sides of 
the Mexican border due to his good 
relationship with Mexican authori- 
ties. 

Tluough his work with them» 
Alarcon initiated a sister-city pro- 
gram between Paric City and Apaseo 
El Alto wherein a police officer train- 
ing exchange was held last year. 

l^t summer Alarcon, along witli 
two other police officers and Park 
City Mayor Steve Pannell, went to 
Apasco El Alto's police department 
for the session. 

Alarcon was the driving force 
behind starting tiie Park City Youth 
Soccer Association in 2001. 

Designed for youths aged 11-17 
years, the association gives authori- 
ties and community members the 
opportunity to establish a rapport 
witli teens and help keep them from 
joining gangs. 

"If the youth doesn't have positive 
activities to participate within the 
community, gangs are going to take 
over," Alarcon said. "So tliat's the 
main reason we ended up doing 
this." 

From the soccer team evolved a 
community relations program witli 
tiie police department where youths 
volunteer for neighborhood 
cleanups, murals and administrative 
duties at the police department. 

The programs have been success- 
ful in providing direction for youUis and the number of participants has grown significantly. 

"The kids come jn hcic like It's their second home," Alarcon said. "There's not a lot of commu- . 

nities that you go to and you see that" 

"They respect the police and know they can turn to us whenever they need help." 

Alarcon was inspired to create the programs from his own experience at Gonlon Technical 
Higli School where he participated hi the Cook County Sheriff's Department's youth law enforce- 
ment Explorer program. 

"They taught me a lot of life lessons," Alarcon said. *'I owe so much to that Explorer program 

because they directed me to the right place," 

As tlie oi^y bilingual police ofTicer in the department, Alarcon is kept busy using his language 

skills. 

Noting that many residents in the Latino community did not speak English, Alarcon created a 
newsletter^throu^ the police departoient of village news and a community services hotline for 

Alarcon adrriitshe&'proud of his achievan'ents cuEter only four years at the department 
"But it's not only me that's doing these things," Ke said. "The reason why I've been successful 
in some of the things diat IVe done is that I have everybody behind me. lliat's the secret to my 

success." 

He credits his fellow police officers, the police chief, the city council and the mayor. 
Alarcon is an indispensable component of the communi^ and the police department, said 
Mayor Steve Pannell. 

"Since he has been in that posidon, this city has done a 180-degree timiaiound," Pannell said. 
The gang initiative Alarcon is involved with is the most successful in Lake County, he said. 
And his efforts with youths In the community sets an example foryounger children that posi- 
tive community involvement Is the way to go. 

He's always the first to volunteer for a project. Pannell said, and works hard to get everyone else 

involved too. 

Park City was the most represented city in a recent Waukcgan Tbwnship senior walk due to 
Alarcon's efforts in including tlie city's youth in the event. 

"The things he's done for this community are unbelievable," Pannell said. "We all love him." 
Alarcon is pleased wltli his work and the community he serves. 

After serving for three years with the Cook County Sheriff's Department, he was looking for an 
opportunity to expand his horizons. 

The opportunities and support he received at the Park City Police Department were just what 
he had been looking for. 

"1 really enjoy working here," he said. "There's not a lot of people who can say, 'I really love my 
job.'" 

Alarcon doesn't mind the long hours to patrol the community, work with teens and tlieir par- 
ents or the commute to and from Chicago every day because he likes the people he worlcs with 
and llial people know who he is. 

He has plans to expand his efforts with a crime prevention committee based on community 
involvement and securing federal funding for expenses related to working with Mexican author- 
ities such as phone bills. 

Oftenl'Alarcgn's^^^ tils own money on telephone calls to Mexico, but feels it is worthwhile. 

Police Chief Michael Luff couldn't be happier Alarcon commutes to Park City each day for 
work. 

"Any police department should be so lucky to have this guy working for them," Luff said. "He's 
a good employee."

"I remember so clearly standing at the bottom of the steps," 
said Forys, who was 10 years old at the time. "I saw my mom 
coming down with my three siblings saying 'Kids we are not 
going to school today;^rwas so proMof her to make the step." 

where there wis ho food or heat. She attributes her family's sur- 
vival to her motlier who she said worked everyday to keep them 
alive. 

"We survived because my mom had the courage to move 
on," she said. 

After seeing life go from good to bad through her eyes as a 
child, Forys has dedicated her life to helping odiers.whilc pro- 
moting the idea of not forgetting children during hardships. 

"It happened to me and I know how it feels from a child's 
standpoint," Forys said. "A child has heartbreak while the moth- 
er is going through her struggles and can't understand why 
there is no food " 



This experience made I-orys reacli out to niotlicrs and 
women. First, Forys joined teams with Peggy Usposilo — co- 
founder of Maristella— to brainstorm what type of services to 
provide and to whom, Esposito wanted to help people with 
HIV/AIDS but after discussions they decided to tackle home- 
lessness within Lake County 

"We studied for tliree years about what the need was in Lake 
County and visited tiomclcss shelters in Chicago to view the 
programs they had," Forys said. 

Since 1998, Maristella's mission has been to promote self- 
sufficiency of homeless women and mothers wiUi children by 
providing assistance for clean, safe and affordable housing, rent 
subsidy and mentoring services. 

Forys chose the name when she discovered it was Latin for 
Sea Star after Mary the Star of the Sea. 

'*! iiope the ladies take her as a role model for their lives," she 
said. "We want tlie women to feel (the Virgin) Mary will guide 
diem through their many troubles." 

Forys lielps people on die verge of homelessncss by assisting 
with rent and paying security deposits tluougli donations and 
education.

"A lot of our work is prevention of homelessncss," she said. 
"Many clients come with a five-day eviction notice and we 
make a payment plan witli the landlord, which makes the land- 
lord feel the person cares and is trying to pay rent." 

Currently, Maristella encourages its clients who are working 
now, but just can't make ends meet by offering $100 to families 
for rent as a motivation to keep them eager to seek out the rest 
of the money 

If a family is in a situation in which Forys cannot to work out 
a deal with tlieir landlords. Uiey Iiave an emergency housing 
plan to put those people in heed of housing into a tiotel for a few 



nights. _ 

During the dme tne.Womcn stay at the hotel, Forys contin- 
ues to help educate'themwherc to get a job and by empowering 
her spirits. 

A successful program, started a year ago, started when 
Maristella bought a four-bedroom home in Mundelein where 
four families can live. These are people who have jobs but can't 
manage Uieir rent. The women and their children can only stay 
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in th(! house for tip to n yunr, liut Forys said 
most only stay about six mouths until they can 
Kcl back on tlicir own two feet. 

Six faniilies have graduated from tins pro- 
gniui since its inception. 

l-orys works alongside a caseworker to iielp 
assist her with tilc clients, one who thinks 
Vorya goes well above and beyond her call of 

duty. 

"Slie is motivated 
l)y a very giving spir- 
it," said'ibni Lundius, 
case worker, who 
often wonders when 
I'orys goes liome. 
Maristella is her life's 
blood and she sliows 
real dedication. She 
has sincere desire to 
see the agency and 
ministry work and 
grow."

Forys is 
looking at a 
new program 
for families in 
trouble.

to Maristella, Forys would try to work with her 
in need to get a job immediately Then she 
would be able to get an apartment, which is 
subsidized for a year. Ttic woman would then 
pay a portion of the rent while through dona- 
tions, Forys would add additional money. 

Cash is donated through pledge programs 
and grants but Uiey are always in need of more. 
The more monetary donations, the more fam- 
ilies Maristella can help, Forys said. 

She's even tried to enlist some help on . a 
grand scale.

open Arms Mission is the perfect name for 
the community food pantry that has grown 
Irom a small parochial service organization of 
as many volunteers as beneficiaries— nine— to 
one that serves two townships: Antloch and 
Lalce Villa, and well over 100,000 meals per 
year. Everyone who utilizes the service, 
whether to the door or by home delivery, is 
greeted with more than just a box of food. 

A deacon at St. Peter Cliurch in Antioch, 
Keenan began his work with the food pantry as 
part of the outreach service that earned him 
that title. He said his good fortune to have the 
opportunity to be a stay-at-home dad for his 
children Alex, Juiia and Gabrielle afforded him 
tlie time to pursue his passion for community 

service fully. 

He said, "St. Peter always had a small food 
pantry in the basement, but in January 2000, 
we opened in tlie convent. TVvo people came 
the First night tiie pantry was open* and we 
made seven (home) deliveries. Now we're aver- 
aging 100 families to the door and about 20-30 

deliveries." 

The pantry has undergone many changes 
since its inception. It merged \^dth Prince of 
Peace in Lalce Villa, changed its name to 
Blessed TVinlty, and increased its open hours 
from one day a weeic to two. 

Last year, die Antioch Food Pantry closed its 



doors and gave its coffers to Blessed TVinity 

This year, it's not just the name that has 
changed, but also die operation's organization. 
Previously, it was set up as 501c3 (not-for-prof- 
it) under St. Peter Church, under the 
Archdiocese of Chicago. Now it's set up as its 
own 501c3. Through an arrangement with St. 
Peter Church» it will continue to be operated 
out of the same location. 

"We never turned anybody away, but there 
were some people and organizations that were 
hindered by the religious affiliation," Keenan 
said. "It's always been our goal to take care of 
and serve all the people in the area, and I think 
this will make us better able to do that." 

Keenan is empathetic wiUi tliose who walk 
the fine line between making ends meet and 
not. His spirit transcends him and is extended 
to those he works with in addition to those he 
helps. 

Kathy Loomis, operations director of die 
pantry, said, "He makes us feel good about 
what we're doing and why we're doing lliis. Me 
really cares about people, and it comes from 
the heart. He's doing more than feeding 
hunger, but feeding people's souls."

Lodge)— arranged and delivered a 4,000- 
pound food donation to the pantry, Geezer 
Dick Lali spoke of Keenan and liis work. 

"What Deacon Scott lias rallied together is a 
community stepping up " he said. "1 turned 
from being a cynic from die city to feeling great 
about what can be done." 

Keenan's wife Nancy said she feels Scott's 
strong suit is pulling die community togedier 



to help itself. 

She said, "He's very successful in getting the 
community to rally around the cause. It does- 
n't matter if it's doctors and dentists, or gro- 
cery stores, or mechanics tiiat Iielp widi the 
vehicles, he's able to talk to people and get 
them to understand how important Uiis work 

is." 

Along with the pantry's growth in providing 
meals, the organization has 12 community 
parmerships \vith a variety of agencies in Lake 
County that provide services such as legal 
assistance, consumer, credit counseling and 
Head Start programs. Additionally, a women's 
shelter has been created in Antioch and has 
been made part of die expanded operations. 

"We had started Women's Time Out, a safe, 
comfortable, confidential place for women to 
discuss women's issues," Scott said. "The shel- 
ter uUimately came out of the assessment that 
Uiere was a correlation between the need for 
assistance to home life. A lot of people have 
never lived their lives any oUicr way, and 
haven't had any experiences that would allow 
them to Uiink lliat life could be different." 

The Mother Teresa Home opened in May 
2002, and has since housed eight families who 
had no other viable options. 

Tlie five-bedroom, iwo-badiroom, single- 
family home has a mcixlmum capacity of three 
families. It's a self-governed home that sets 
achievable goals for the women wlio stay

Slie can be seen ns early as 7 a.m. at the Round Lake Park-I laincsville Police Station con- 
ducting a "Character Counts" meeting and as late as 9 p.m. at a school board meeting helping to 
donate books to the new literacy program. 

And as Round Lake Area Schools Community Unit District 116's social worker, Myers is con- 
sidered second to none in the state in her field. 

It is not hard to find people in the greater Round Uike community who can attest to all Myers 

accomplishes. 

Tlic best way to describe what she does is to ask those most familiar with her work. 

"Kathy Myers is an excellent choice for the Forefront award," said Round Uikc school board 
president Terre Hzyk, lierself honorec last year, "You can go on and on about how much Kathy 
docs and how little credit she takes for her efforts. She is a natural leader and an individual who 
makes everyone feel special about their contributions to tlic countless school and community 

projects everyone is involved in. 

"Kalhy's focus on tlie area's children is seen in everything she does botli at tlie schools and in 
the community. Her enthusiasm for helping high scliool students raise tlieir own personal expec- 
tations and her continued efforts to bring the Giaracter Counts initiative to life bcncnts everyone. 
She is quick to smile and quicker to volunteer regardless of how busy her schedule is at any given 
time. Kathy builds bridges and watching her interact with our high school students proves how 
much she really cares about tliem." 

Round Lake Park Mayor I!a Bauer, a 2001 Forefronts honorec, was also eager to pay a compli- 
ment to Myers.

Laurel Dahl of Nicasa was even more 
lavish in her praise of Myers.

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Thot means skilled staff, and enough of them. At CTCA we don't have a licensed 
dietician or nutritionist. We have five of them. We also have four naturopaths 
and more than a half dozen people involved with spiritual care. And the doctor 
and nursc-to-patient ratio is for less than you typically find. Traditionally, hospi-
